(b)  Educational  Policy 
For  the  past  few  years  many  people  who  have  been  at- 
tempting to  read  the  news  of  the  world  with  a  mind 
snfficiently  open  to  be  impressed  by  facts,  have  believed 
that  barbaric  forces  which  have  so  rapidly  gained  the 
upper  hand  in  such  a  large  part  of  Europe  could  not  be 
put  under  safe  restraint  by  those  of  their  immediate 
neighbors,  militarily  weak,  who  were  aligned  with  the 
principles  of  what  we  have  been  accustomed  to  speak  of 
as  civilization.  The  peaceful  people  of  the  Avorld  are 
coming  slowly  to  the  realization  that  wlien  whole  na- 
tions with  hundreds  of  millions  of  people  organize  their

total  energy  and  vast  resonrces  for  decades  for  the  pur- 
poses of  destruction  and  conquest,  it  takes  more  than 
wishful  thinlving-  on  the  part  of  those  peace-loving  ])eo- 
ple  who  have  for  years  dedicated  themselves  to  the  task 
of  learning  how  to  live  in  peace  to  so  protect  themselves 
that  their  living  habits  may  continue  without  disturb- 
ance. 

The  implications  of  these  facts  to  education  are  many 
and  extremely  comidex.  The  people  of  the  United 
States  have  been  slowly,  very  slowly,  getting  acquainted 
with  the  purposes  and  methods  of  the  totalitarians.  As 
tliey  have  been  slow  to  see  the  implications  of  European 
events  to  their  daily  living,  so  the  schools  have  been 
slow  to  see  the  im])lications  to  their  methods  and  puv- 
])Oses.  When  schools  closed  on  Friday,  December  ."). 
1941,  they  had  by  no  means  incorporated  into  their  fibei- 
the  full  meaning  of  recent  world-shaking  events,  but 
when  they  opened  on  Monday,  December  8,  they  had  one 
dominant  purpose — complete,  intelligent  and  enthusias- 
tic cooperation  in  the  war  etfort.  Educational  leaders 
fully  realize  that  the  very  existence  of  free  schools,  for 
even  a  free  people,  anywhere  in  the  world  depends  on  tlie 
achievement  of  that  purpose.  They  fully  realize  that 
this  is  not  a  war  of  armies  and  navies,  not  even  of  the 
able-bodied,  but  a  Avar  of  the  whole  population,  a  war 
where  what  every  individual  does,  counts,  regardless  of 
his  age,  sex,  physical,  mental,  or  moral  condition. 

Now  the  schools  can  adapt  their  programs  to  this  new 
objective  will  tax  the  abilities  of  the  best  thinkers  of 
our  country.  It  is  clear  that  many  adaptations  are  re- 
quired. Many  aspects  of  education  will  need  to  be 
strengthened  and  extended  while  others,  very  import- 
ant in  times  of  peace,  will  have  to  be  redirected  or  modi- 
fied in  order  that  the  total  expanded  efforts  of  war-time 
education  may  be  applied  at  tlie  point  of  greatest   need. 

The  following  quotation  from  a  pamphlet  issued  by 
the  Educational  Policies  Committee  of  the  National  Ed- 
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ncation  Association  is  pertinent.  "While  the  essential 
work  of  organized  education  should  not  be  interrupted 
or  deflected  for  trifling  reasons  'education  as  usual'  will 
be  neither  possible  nor  desirable.  Although  every  ac- 
tivity in  the  schools  may  conceivably  be  related  in  some 
way  to  the  war  effort,  we  must  decide  not  only  what  is 
important  but  also  what  is  of  flrst  importance.  Priori- 
ties must  be  established  among  educational  activities. 
Tlie  responsibilities  of  organized  education  for  the  suc- 
cessful outcome  of  the  war  involve  at  least  the  follow- 
ing eleven  groups  of  activities:  (1)  training  workers 
for  war  industries  and  services,  (2)  producing  goods 
and  services  needed  for  the  war,  (3)  conserving  materi- 
als by  prudent  consumption  and  salvage,  (4)  helping  to 
raise  fuiuls  to  help  finance  the  war,  (5)  increasing  elTec- 
tive  manpower  by  correcting  educational  deficiencies, 
((»)  promoting  health  and  physical  efficiency,  (7)  pro- 
tecting school  children  and  property  against  attack,  (8) 
protecting  the  ideals  of  democracy  against  war  hazards, 
(D)  teaching  tlie  issues,  aims  and  progress  of  war  and 
of  ])eace,  (10)  sustaining  the  morale  of  children  and 
adults,  (11)  maintaining  intelligent  loyalty  to  American 
democracy.  Without  abandoning  essential  services  of 
the  schools,  these  war  duties  of  the  schools  should  be 
given  absolute  and  immediate  priority  in  time,  atten- 
tion, personnel,  and  funds  over  any  and  all  activities." 

Many  if  not  all  of  these  activities  have  already  been 
begun  in  the  schools  of  this  supervisory  union.  A  de- 
fense class  in  metal  work  is  now  operating  in  the  Pitts- 
field  school  shop,  where  several  young  men  are  prepar- 
ing themselves  for  essential  work.  Efforts  have  been 
made  to  organize  similar  work  in  Alton  using  the  shop 
facilities  there,  but  sufficient  interest  has  not  yet  been 
found  to  get  federal  approval.  Some  modification  have 
been  nuide  in  the  three  regular  school  shop  classes  in 
Pittsfield  and  in  the  two  agricultural  classes  in  Alton  to 
meet  war  needs  in  the  training  of  workers.  Even  in  the 
rural  schools  efforts  are   being    made    to    do    sometliing 
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toward  tlie  development  of  the  niainial  abilities  that  are 
essential  to  industrial  workers.  In  the  honiemaking 
classes  in  Pittstield,  Wolfeboro,  Alton  and  Tnftonboro, 
attempts  are  being  made  to  cooperate  with  other  agen- 
cies in  the  prodnction  of  essential  needlework.  Many 
girls  and  some  boys  are  getting  a  training  that  is  funda- 
mental in  carrying  on  the  various  kinds  of  nutritional 
work  and  canteen  service.  All  school  shops  are  assist- 
ing the  local  defense  committees  in  such  ways  as  making 
tables  and  splints  for  fractured  bones. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  get  all  pui»ils  to  use  school 
supplies  economically  in  order  to  conserve  as  much  as 
possible.  All  schools  are  cooperating  in  the  campaign 
to  salvage  waste  pa])er  to  go  ultimately  into  cardboard 
for  military  defense  purposes.  Some  schools  are  sav- 
ing cancelled  postage  stamps  to  be  used  for  military 
first-aid  work.  Instruction  is  being  given  in  the  avail- 
ability of  materials  for  military  and  civilian  defense 
purposes.  The  pupils  are  urged  to  carry  tliis  informa- 
tion home  that  all  may  help  to  conserve  those  materials 
that  are  essential  to  the  war  effort. 

Pittstield  high  school's  recent  campaign  among  the 
students  Avhich  resulted  in  the  sale  in  one  week  of  over 
1400.00  worth  of  defense  stamps  and  bonds  to  members 
of  the  student  body  is  illustrative  of  the  activities  the 
schools  are  and  will  be  carrying  on  to  help  finance  the 
war. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  augment  former  plans  for 
promoting  the  health  and  physical  efficiency  of  all  pu- 
pils. Parents  are  urged  to  cooperate  as  much  as  pos- 
sible in  the  correction  of  remedial  defects,  that  all  pu- 
pils may  be  handicapped  as  little  as  possible  with  defec- 
tive teeth,  Ilea  ring,  vision,  etc.  Our  school  sponsored 
liealth  clinics  have  been  exceedinglj'  valuable  in  the  past 
and  they  will  be  fully  as  valuable  now.  The  selective 
service  physical  examinations  have  shown  a  large  pro- 
portion of  our  young  men  are  handicapped  with  remedi- 
al defects.     This  is  a  condition  which  can  be  corrected. 
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and  nmst  be  if  we  as  a  people  are  to  meet  our  problems 
successfully.  There  is  still  much  to  be  desired  in  onr 
physical  edncation  program  in  the  school.  This  pro- 
gram needs  to  be  strengthened  radically.  This  pro- 
gram needs  to  be  much  more  effective  in  the  correction 
of  tlie  physical  defects  of  the  children  in  the  bnilding  of 
strength  and  vitality.  A  fnlly  effective  intramnral 
sports  program  for  developing  health,  skill,  and  strength 
in  all  students  should  be  given  ])riority  over  competition 
wherein  active  participation  is  limited  to  a  few.  The 
program  in  physical  education  should  reach  every  child. 

Nutrition  ])lays  an  important  part  in  the  development 
of  health  and  physical  efficiency.  All  girls  in  the 
schools  from  the  seventh  grade  up  are  being  urged  to 
take  courses  in  homemaking.  In  the  niral  schools  it  is 
difficult  to  have  well  organized,  effective  instruction  in 
homemaking  but  the  rural  teachers  are  being  urged  to  do 
what  they  can  along  this  line.  The  noon  hot-lunch  be- 
ing served  in  nearly  all  schools  in  the  union  serves  as  an 
excellent  medium  for  motivating  this  work. 

Surplus  commodities  are  again  being  furnished  to  tlie 
schools  and  are  an  excellent  help  in  seeing  that  all  pu- 
])ils  receive  proper  nourishment. 

Insofar  as  possible  the  schools  are  cooperating  with 
the  rest  of  the  civilian  population  in  an  organization  of 
civilian  self  protection  so  that  the  armed  forces  may  be 
left  free  to  seek  out  and  defeat  the  enemy.  It  is  realized 
that  in  this  country  as  elsewhere  the  enemy  will  try  to 
throw  civilians  into  panic  to  thereby  weaken  military' 
power.  We  are  endeavoring  to  be  prepared  for  every 
type  of  attack,  from  without  and  from  within.  We  are 
endeavoring  to  train  children  to  face  these  dangers 
without  losing  their  heads  or  their  courage.  This  can 
be  done  if  we  plan  in  advance  to  meet  those  dangers. 
Panic  is  caused  by  the  unexpected,  for  which  we  have  no 
response  ready.  A  plan  for  civilian  protection  is  not  a 
sign  of  timidity,  rather  it  is  evidence  that  we  know  fore- 
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sight  and  i)reparedness  sustain  courage.  Shelters  for 
tlie  children  in  case  of  air-raids  are  being  i)repared  as 
fast  as  resources  at  our  command  will  permit.  Ohihlren 
are  being  trained  to  reach  tliose  shelters  without  excite- 
ment. Provisions  have  been  made  for  all  schools  to  re- 
ceive warning  as  soon  as  ])ossible  of  expected  raids. 
Schools  are  being  prepared  to  furnish  their  own  air-raid 
wardens,  incendiary  bomb  squads,  and  first  aid  staffs, 
witliin  tlie  limits  of  their  abilities.  Plans  have  been 
discussed  with  all  teachers  for  sustaining  the  morale  of 
pupils.  Activities  are  being  planned  so  that  children  in 
air-raid  shelters  will  be  kept  engaged  in  interesting 
activities,  such  as  group  singing,  group  games,  simple 
musical  and  dramatical  programs.  As  the  Office  of 
Civilian  Defense  has  issued  instructions  to  keep  all  chil- 
dren in  schools  in  the  event  of  raids  everything  is  being 
done  to  make  the  children  as  safe  or  safer  in  the  scliools 
than  they  would  be  at  home. 

In  order  to  protect  the  ideals  of  democracy  against 
war  hazards  efforts  are  being  made  to  |)ractice  de- 
mocracy as  well  as  teach  it  in  the  schools.  Pupil  i)ar- 
ticipation  in  governmental  control  of  the  schools  is  be 
ing  encouraged.  Pittsfield  high  school  has  its  Student 
Council.  Pittsfield  grammar  school  has  its  Safety  Pa- 
trol. Alton  high  school  has  its  Student  Activities  As- 
sociation;  and  the  Carpenter  school  in  Wolfeboro  has 
its  Student  Cooperative  (lovernment  and  Safety  Patrol. 

Children  in  the  schools  today  will  be,  in  a  few  years, 
the  adults  who  will  be  detennining  the  affairs  of  the  na- 
tion. The  issues,  aims,  and  progress  of  the  war  must 
be  taught  to  them  in  order  that  they  may  be  properly 
prepared  to  assume  their  burdens  in  the  years  to  come. 
They  must  be  taught  to  face  frankly  the  mistakes  of  the 
T'uited  States,  England,  France,  and  other  anti-Axis 
countries  in  the  hope  that  they  will  not  make  the  same 
mistakes.  They  must  be  taught  that  the  IJnited  States 
is  now  inseparably  bound  u])  in    world    affairs,    that    it 
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mnst  never  attempt  to  retreat  to  a  position  of  isolation. 
World  power  has  been  thrnst  into  the  hands  of  the 
American  people.  American  citizens  mnst  now  face 
this  fact  and  mnst  prepare  themselves  to  assnme  a  lead- 
ing and  responsible  role  in  the  peace  and  reconstruction 
to  follow  the  war. 

Althongh  changes  in  the  schools  have  been  and  will 
continue  to  be  extensive  and  significant  nothing  that 
has  been  said  is  intended  to  indicate  that  the  work  of 
the  schools  should  be  in  any  sense  sus])ended  for  the 
duration  of  the  war.  The  cultural  values  are  part  of 
the  heritage  which  we  must  respect.  Every  effort 
should  be  made  after  immediate  and  genuine  emergency 
demands  are  met  to  continue  the  normal  educative  pro- 
cesses at  full  efficiency.  Education  has  moved  forward 
in  previous  crises,  it  will  do  so  again.  All  of  the  war- 
related  work  experience  in  the  schools  is  being  made 
directly  valuable  in  an  educational  sense.  Never  has 
there  been  a  time  when  the  schools  have  called  upon  to 
carry  such  a  heavy  burden  of  responsibility.  The 
schools  have  met  their  responsibilities  in  the  past  and  I 
have  full  faith  that  they  will  continue  to  meet  them. 
The  schools  shall  meet  tli^  call  of  the  crisis  and  out  of 
the  harsh  necessities  of  war  shall  come  a  school  system 
more  fit  for  the  education  of  free  men.

To  fill  the  vacancy  left  last  year  by  the  resignation  of 
Mrs.  Carolyn  Wallace,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  M.  Parker  was 
elected.  Mrs.  Parker  formerly  taught  at  the  Bay  school 
and  since  September,  1934,  has  been  teaching  with 
marked  success  grades  one  to  four  at  New  Durliam 
Plains. 

Late  in  the  summer  Ida  C.  George  resigned  as  teacher 
at  the  Bay  school  and  after  Mrs.  Barr  substituted  for 
three  weeks,  Frances  E.  Fitzgerald,  a  graduate  in  1941 
of  the  four-year  elementary  course  at  Lowell  Teachers 
College,  was  elected  to  the  position. 

Since  schools  opened  last  September,  three  teachers 
have  resigned :  Mrs.  Vaughan,  Miss  Twombly,  and  Mrs. 
Pitman.  Miss  Brandt,  elected  to  take  Mrs.  Vaughan-s 
place,  graduated  in  1941  from  the  Massachusetts  School 
of  Art.  Mr.  Learson,  taking  Miss  Twombly's  place,  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  Master  of  Education  from  Boston 
T^niversity  last  June. 

The  following  teachers  continued  their  professional 
training  at  summer  schools  last  summer:  Mr.  Guptill 
at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  and  Miss  Pliillips 
at  Massacliusetts  State  College. 
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(b)     Methods  and  Courses  of  Instruction 

The  reading  system  used  in  the  first  grade  during  the 
school  year  1940-41  is  the  result  of  the  most  recent  and 
extensive  research  in  the  field  of  reading.  The  books 
and  seatwork  materials  are  even  more  attractive  and  in- 
teresting than  the  older  editions  and  the  progress  of 
the  pupil  is  so  controlled  that  a  better  command  of 
vocabulary  is  assured.  It  could  be  seen  that  the  new 
system  was  definitely  responsible  for  the  exceedingly 
low  per  cent  of  first  grade  failures  last  June. 

The  new  system  is  being  extended  into  the  second 
grade  this  year  and  it  is  planned  to  adopt  it  for  the 
third  grade  next  year. 

The  industrial  arts  program  carried  on  for  the  last 
two  years  was  dropped  this  year.  It  is  likely  that  this 
fact  partially  accounts  for  the  drop  in  the  high  school 
enrollment  from  81  last  year  to  66  this  year. 

The  change  made  last  year  of  Moving  History  of  Civil- 
ization to  the  second  year  from  the  first  year  and  offer- 
ing civics  to  first  year  students  has  seemed  to  be  desir- 
able, as  the  course  in  civics  is  a  valuable  addition  and 
the  second  year  students  are  better  able  to  comprehen<l 
the  broad  program  in  History  of  Civilization  than  were 
the  first  vear  students.

This  budget  is  not  greatly  different  from  last 
year's  but  a  few  points  deserve  special  comment.  The 
item  for  teachers'  salaries  is  about  |200.00  more  due  to 
expected  natural  increases  for  some  who  have  not  yet 
reached  reasonable  maximums.  The  estimate  for  schol- 
ars' supplies  is  |200.00  more  because  of  the  rapidly  in- 
creasing cost  of  paper  and  otlier  necessary  material. 
Although  the  prices  of  most  of  the  items  in  this  cate- 
gory have  already  increased  about  fifty  i)er  cent,  it  is 
expected  that  the  schools  can  economize  sufficiently  to 
absorb  about  half  of  this  higher  cost,  thus  making  tht» 
total  expense  for  this  item  about  twenty-five  more  tlian 
last  year's. 

The  drop  in  the  expected  revenue  from  dog  licen- 
ses amounts  to  |170.00  and  in  high  school  tuitions 
•i?500.00.  To  take  care  of  these  two  estimated  increases 
of  1200.00  each  in  expenditures  and  this  estimated  de- 
crease of  -fOTO.OO  in  income  an  increase  in  the  appropria- 
tion of  11,070.00  would  be.  needed.  The  amount  being 
asked  for  is  11,167.00  more  than  was  raised  last  year, 
the  difference  of  |97.00  being  distributed  over  various 
items.

Transfers  and  Avithdrawals 
have  reduced  the  registration  until  at  present  there  are 
66  pupils  divided  as  follows:  Seniors,  13;  juniors,  7; 
sophomores,  25;  freshmen,  21.  The  total  enrollment  at 
the  present  time  is  78.

Mr.  John  B.  Learson,  A.  A.  &  M.  Ed.,  replaced  Miss  Isa- 
bel Twombly  as  teacher  of  Social  Science  and  English. 

General  Mathematics  has  been  added  to  our  cur- 
riculum, making  it  possible  for  a  pupil  to  study  four 
years  of  mathematics  in  high  school. 

New  equipment  which  has  been  purchased  this 
year  includes  the  following :  A  laboratory  table  for  use 
in  the  H.  E.  laboratory  and  the  new  text  books  for  Gen- 
eral mathematics. 

Our  annual  winter  carnival  was  held  February' 
Gth  and  7th.  The  grade  school  events  were  scheduled 
for  Friday  afternoon.  The  high  school  were  scheduled 
for  Saturday.  The  carnival  ball,  queen  contest  and 
publicity  work  contributed  to  the  financial  success  of 
the  winter  carnival. 

The  Student  Activities  Association  has  had  a  suc- 
cessful year.  The  members  of  the  association  as  well  as 
the  members  of  the  student  council  have  had  consider- 
able educational  experience  in  managing  the  extra-cur- 
ricular activities  of  the  school.  The  association  has 
been  able  to  finance  all  the  extra-curricular  activities  of 
the  school  including  baseball,  softball,  basketball  and 
graduation  activities.     In  addition  to  tliis   tlie  associa- 
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tioii  has  purchased  considerable  equipment  for  the 
school  including  new  basketball  uniforms  for  both  boys 
and  girls,  a  new  radio-phonograph-recorder  combination 
for  the  use  of  the  school  and  three  pair  of  snowshoes  to 
be  used  by  pupils  in  our  winter  carnival. 

The  many  helpful  suggestions  of  our    superinten- 
dent have  been  beneficial  to  the  school  and  staff.

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This  year  when  he  was  able  to  resume  the  clinic  the 
Mother's  chib,  which  sponsored  the  clinic,  had  to  be  dis- 
banded making  it  necessary  for  the  clinic  to  be  indefi- 
nitely postponed.  The  town  of  Alton  has  held  a  real 
record  in  the  good  care  and  condition  of  the  children's 
teeth.  Withont  regular  care  this  good  record  A\ill 
shortly  be  cancelled  and  the  money  already  invested 
largely  lost.  Parents  of  the  less  privileged  children 
have  expressed  their  regret  that  they  will  now  be  unable 
to  procure  dental  corrections  as  they  would  wish  for 
their  children. 

The  U.  S.  army  and  navy  found  so  many  physical 
defects  among  the  recruits  that  the  National  Health 
Autliorities  have  become  increasingly  interested  in  the 
health  condition  of  all  American  citizens.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  army  figures  very  closely  follow  the 
average  school  figures  in  the  matter  of  defects.  Aside 
from  the  great  importance  of  early  corrections,  these 
health  authorities  are  stressing  the  prevention  of  de- 
fects, esi)ecially  dental  and  some  vision  defects,  by 
recommending  a  more  adeipuite  nutrition.  They  point 
out  that  very  few  persons  have  the  best  balanced  diet, 
preferring  to  eat  the  foods  they  like  best  or  are  most  ac- 
customed to  eating,  instead  of  what  is  best  for  them. 
The  motto  of  the  Defense  Committee  in  its  nutrition  pro- 
gram is  "Eat  What  You  Want  After  You  Have  P]aten 
AVhat  You  Should". 

Foods  more  commonly  overlooked  are:  Enough 
milk  per  day;  dark  breads  and  whole  grain  cereals  every 
day;  fresh  and  cooked  fruits  daily;  raw  and  cooked 
vegetables  (besides  potato)  daily;  three  or  four  eggs 
weekly;  meat  once  a  day;  and  plenty  of  water  even^  day. 

The  Defense  Committee  in  every  town  is  making 
an  active  campaign  for  better  nutrition.  Children  can 
be  taught  very  early  to  like  nearly  any  well  prepared 
food.  However  bad  eating  habits  once  established  are 
verv  hard  to  break  and  most  children  learn  to  like  what 
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their  parents  like  and  are  accustomed  to  eat.  American 
parents  are  urged  to  set  tlie  children  a  good  example 
and  at  the  same  time  improve  their  own  resistance, 
morale,  and  stamina  for  the  big  task  we  have  ahead  by 
planning  their  meals  more  carefnllj^  and  eating  more  of 
the  protective  foods. 

Alton  was  one  of  the  towns  fortunate  enough  to 
have  a  school  board  and  superintendent  interested  in 
organizing  a  Federal  Surplus  Commodity  addition  to 
the  usual  hot  lunch  program  provided  by  the  taxpayers 
of  the  town  in  cooperation  with  the  Home  Economics 
department  in  the  high  school.  A  large  percentage  of 
the  pupils  benefited  by  this  project.  Without  question 
the  general  nutrition  of  the  pupils  served  was  greatly 
improved.

To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  com- 
mittees, or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  anj 
vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  5.  To  choose  agents,  auditors  and  committees 
in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  war- 
rant. 

Article  G.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  make  any 
alteration  in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be 
assessed  for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of 
public  schools  and  the  payment  of  the  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district,  as  detemiined  by  the 
school  board  in  its  annual  report. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  flOO.OO  as  a  deficiency  ap- 
propriation for  1911-42  for  purposes  of  civilian 
defense. 

Article  8.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  for 
the  ensuing  three  years. 

Article  9.     To  choose  a  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  10.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.
